Bruce Walker, Commissioner of immig. 
ration Winnipeg, stating the kind and 
amount of grain requtred. If seed 
grain of the kind the homesteader re- 
quires, of desirable quality, can be pur- 
chased in his neighborhood, the man 
who has this grain for sale will be sup 
plied with a list of the orders he is to 
fill together witha lien form. The 
homesteader applying in that neighbor. 
will call on the man who owns the 
utain, present a duplicate order from 
Mr. Walker, sign the lien and get the 
grain. The seller will then send the 
signed lien duly executed and ~itness-

BRADDOCK’S ROCK.. 


Washi "e Historie Landmark te Be 
- ‘Protected From Vandals. 

Braddock'sa rock, one of the historic 
landmarks of Washington. is to be 
preserved and protected against the 
vandal svuvenir hunter, says the Bal- 
tmore American. Many years ago 
the Society of Colonial Damet placed 


@ descriptive tablet on the stone and 


luclosed the uren with a low trun 
fence. but visitors and local vandals 
defaced the tablet, carried off parts of 
the stone and (Ginafly began taking 
away portions of the fence until there 
was danger of the ultimate disappear. 
ince of the rock. 

Braddock's rock ie located on the 
banks of the Potomac river. nearly 
midway between Twenty-fourth and 
Twenty-fifth streets, Jt ts south of 
the Naval Medical School hospital, on 
the line of Upper Water street, just 
north of KR street. Originally it stood 
high above the level of the ground, 
but now it lies in a hole in the ground 
about six feet below the level of the 
surrounding territory in a mass of 
weeds. The frock gets its name from 
the fact that it marks the landing 
place of the British and colonial troops 
under General Braddock on their ill 
fated march in 1755 from Alexandria 
through the District of Columbia, 
Maryland and Pennsylvania to Fort 
Duquesne (now Pittsburg. where the 
British were annihilated by the French 
troops and their Indian allies. Gen- 
eral George Washington. then a colo- 
nel of the Virginia troops, accompa: 
nied General Braddock, and it was 
because the British veteran contemp- 
tuously disregarded the advice of the 
young colonial officer that the expedi- 
tion ended in complete disaster.

He said that the Associa- 
tion had aroused public sentiment and 
must now bring that opinion to bear 
In securing a forward movement, The 
things for which the Association 
should work are especially: 

(1) The taking of forestry services, 
both Dominion and Provincial, out of 
polities, making way for technically 
trained men, 

(2) A permanent forestry polley 
and especially a progressive policy 
with regard to the treatment of for 
estry reserves, 

(3) Some efficient manner of 
guarding against fires 

Mr. Chown stated that he was pleas 
ed to Know thar in the same city, at

tn order to protect the forests Less
